I am pleased to have the 
opportunity to make repre- 
sentation on behalf of the 
citizens ofthe Sturgeon Mun- 
icipality #90 to the Com- 
munal Property Control 
Board concerning the appll- 
cation by the Hutterite 
Brethren to establish a 
colony in the Alcomdale- 
Mearns area of the MD, It 
is noteworthy that: 

(1) The council of the MD 
of Sturgeon unanimously op- 
pose the application for a 
colony and have presented 
a brief outlining the reasons 
for their opposition, 

(2) The Sturgeon school 
board, in a brief to your 
board, noted the reduced re- 
venues and the lowering of 
the quality educational ser- 
vices if the proposed colony 
was to become a reality, 
They outlined the specific 
difficulties inherent in op- 
erating a small school in 
the colony and the effect 
this would have on the att- 
endance at the Camilla 
School, 

(3) The citizens of Alcom+ 
dale-Mearns have voiced 
very strong opposition. The 
fear that their active com- 
munity life would be threa- 
tened and that the business- 
men. endeavoring to provide 
the areas with services, 
would be adversely effected, 
is of utmost importance to 
this particular area, 

(4) Petitions bearing over 
809 namas from citizens of 
the MD of Sturgeon, Town 
of Morinville, villages of Bon 
Accor, Gibbons and Legal 
have been forwarded to 
your board opposing the ast- 
ablishment of a colony,

culation of petitions, to opp- 
ose an application, However, 
this action has been taken 
only after very careful con- 
sideration, and in keeping 
with the desires of the citi- 
zens of Mearns and Alcom- 
dale, 

Gentlemen: let’s acquaint 
ourselves with the MD of 
Sturgeon. Its total acreage 
is 522,411 ~ the fifth small- 
est of the 19 municipal dis- 
tricts in the province, Out 
of 28 counties, there is only 
one that is smaller than the 
MD of Sturgeon, In this pro- 
vince, there are 53 improve- 
ment districts, Of these, only 
three are smaller thanStur- 
geo, while 50 are larger. 
It is. interesting to note that 
LD, #143 has a total of 
14,799,780 acres without 
even one colony, Other inter- 
esting features of Sturgeon 
MD are as follows: 

(1) The area of Busby was 
transferred to the MD of 
Westlock a number of years 
ago. 


(2) The north-east portion 
was transferred to Thorhild 
County about 10 years ago 
because of school problems 
that could have been easily 
Settled, Today, there is a 
fertilizer plant established 
on this property with an 
assessment of approximat- 
ely 8,090,000 dollars, 

(3) What about the Hansen 
Report? Is our big neighbor 
to the south going to invade 
and swallow up a large sec- 
tion of the MD? 

(4) The expansion of other 
towns and villages withinthe 
MO ts bound to have an eff- 
ect, 

(5) The MD of Sturgeon 
is already blessed with two 
military establishments and 
an Indian Reserve, 

The big question is ‘‘What 
do we have left?’’ 

Gentlemen: I submit there 
is no room in Sturgeon for 
a Hutterite Colony.

The poodle, when Mrs, 
Elkins called, was wearing 
a tag with its licence num- 
ber on it, and she was quickly 
able to return to dog to the 
owners so that they could 
take it to a veterinarian, 
Three weeks of hospital 
treatment followed for the 
dog, but, as is shown by its 
picture when it was entered 
in the recent Purebred and 
Mutt Show, it is now quite
